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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 10/14/05. All non- 
elected claims have been canceled. An action on the merits of the elected claims 7-14 
follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. In line 1 , "other material" lacks proper antecedent basis within 

the claims. It is assumed that claim 13 is to depend from claim 12. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 7, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Abels et al (6616445). Abels shows a body 62, fig. 5A, lingual surface at the bottom of 
the body, slot 64, clip 74 comprising at least two different materials, see column 17, line 
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8, that teaches the bearing spring is element 80 on cover 74, while column 29, lines 8- 
14 teaches that this bearing spring can be a different material than 74. The shown 
cover 74, inherently comprises a clip. As to claim 1 1 , see teaching of using polymers to 
make the cover, column 11, lines 38-50. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8, 9 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Abels et al (6616445). The method of forming the two materials is an 

obvious matter of choice in process steps to one of ordinary skill in the art. As to claims 

12-14, Abels teaches the known use of metals or plastics to make the covers, column 

1 1 , lines 19-25. The location on the clip of the metal or plastic materials is an obvious 

matter of choice in the location of known elements to the skilled artisan. 

Drawings 

The drawings filed June 20, 2003 are objected to because of poor hand drawn 
lines and poor quality copy.
